Swift said. 

The Ja m e s to w n-Russell 
Springs airport is nearing com- 
pletion, Swift added. Local 
funds totaling $17,500 paid for 
the land, engineering and turf- 
ing. The same amount was con- 
tributed by the State for grad- 
ing and draining.
